For America, her institutions, her 


wealth and power, her relative se- 
curity in a world totally insecure — 
not to mention the security of her 
citizens against imprisonment for po- 
litical beliefs — this America of ours 
is a fact . . . not a logician's theory.

The other night I finished the story 


of a man who all his life up to now 
believed 
the 
American way 
was 


wrong. The man's name is Jan Valtin, 
and he wrote that sensational book, 
"Out of the Night"— the story of a 
German communist, who, when the 
young German republic was fighting 
for its existence, followed out orders 
from Moscow to destroy the republic 
—even if doing so required that he 
temporarily help a fellow named Adolf 
Hitler. 


Jan Valtin's story is perfectly plain. 


A good Communist believes in join- 
ing hands even with known enemies 
of Communism provided all of them 
arc bent on 
destroying the govern- 


ment of the land in which they live. 


Valtin's superiors in Moscow pre- 


sumed that in the collapse 
of 
the 


young German republic the Commun- 
ists, not Hitler, would succeed to po- 
wer. But they missed their 
guess. 


Hitler "took over"— and 
the 
Com- 


munists in Germany were totally de- 
stroyed. Valtin himself languished for 
years in jail, was horribly beaten

Vital to Valtin's story "Out of the 


Night" are the chapters on the strug- 
gle of all factions within Germany 
for control of the printing press. 


Of all those factions, only the So- 


cial Democrats, the party of the re- 
nublic, believed in a free press. The 
Communists and the Hitlerites, alike, 
believed in destroying all presses but 
their own. 


Germany's loss of her young re- 


public is one of the world's greatest 
tragedies—a tragedy that brought Hit- 
ler to power, a tragedy that has plung- 
ed the world into war. 


Only the middle-of-the-road policy 


of a constitutional republic like our 
own—and like the one many Germans 
had hoped to build—could have avoid- 
ed this tragedy. 


But the road to prosperity and se- 


curity and peace was blocked by vio- 
lent men—men like Valtin on the 
Communist side, men like Hitler on 
the other. 


Ironically, this man Valtin who con- 


fesses his errors in this autobiography 
"Out of the Night," is now a fugitive 
in our own America, fighting de- 
portation to his native Germany. 


And, 
this being America, and Val- 


tin facing certain death from Hitler 
should he be deported, it is entirely 
likely we shall let him stay. 


From ills book I judge he thinks 


more of America today than ever in 
his whole life before.

Local Prisoners 
Contracted to 
Pulaski County 


Jail Upkeep 
Proves Burden to 
County, Judge 
Luck Asserts 


A contract whereby heavily fined 


Hempslcad county prisoners will be 
leased to Pulaski county for work was 
made known Friday by County Judge 
Fred A. Luck. The contract was 
signed at Little Hock Thursday. 


In commenting on the contract Judge 


Luck said that Hempstcad prisoners 
bearing heavy fines on various charg- 
es had become a burden to the coun- 
ty. 


"We have no place to work prison- 


ers," Mr. Luck said "therefore they 
just have to lay their fines out in 
jail." 


"Jail expense for last month alone 


was $333 and the county cannot af- 
ford this expense," he said. 


Under the contract Pulaski county 


will take prisoners, work them, and 
feed and cloth them at no expense 
to Hempstead county. The prisoners 
will 
he 
paid 75 cents per day as 


provided by law. 


Judge Luck was accompanied to 


Little Rock by Sheriff Clarence E. 
Baker.

Judge, C, P. Newton, agrcse to lease 
the prisoners of the aforesaid County 
for the maintenance, feed and cloth- 
ing of said prisoners without expense 
to the lessor, it being understood be- 
tween the lessor and lessee that les- 
see is to receive all fines paid for 
prisoners after they have been leas- 
ed to lessee 
and 


Whereas, lessor agrees to deliver 


each prisoner, with commitment show- 
ing amount of fine and cost, to the 
County Jail or County Farm of Pu- 
laski County without cost to the les- 
see, 


Now, 
therefore, 
Pulaski 
County 


agrees to lease from the County of 
Hempstoad, 
Arkansas, 
its 
County 


Prisoners during the years 1941 and 
1942 and agrees to allow the sum of 
Seventy-Five (75c) cents per day to 
each prisoner worked, as provided by 
law, and agrees to maintain said pris- 
oners without cost to the lessor, it 
being understood between both par- 
ties that tlic lessee is to receive all 
cash fines or moneys paid for fines 
and costs while prisoners are in cus- 
tody of Pulaski County. 


It is further agreed and understood 


that when prisoners are delivered to 
lessee that said lessee shall have full 
and complete control of said prison- 
ers and shall require and cause said 
prisoners to labor at reasonable em- 
ployment until the fine, costs and 
jail sentence, if any, imposed upon 
said prisoners by the Court is fully 
discharged.

Relates Nazis' New

Mode of Attack

LONDON — German U-boats at- 


tacking in the North Atlantic and 
off the coast of Africa once again 
have become a great threat to British 
shipping due to the new method of at- 
tack they now employ, naval circles 
here say. 


The first large scale tryout of this 


new 
technique—hunting 
in 
"wolf 


packs" and emerging at night up into 
the center of a convoy—occurred off 
the. coast of north Portugal recently 
when a 48-hour running attack by it 
small armada of U-boats accounted 
for at least six of the 23 ships in a 
convvoy bound for Gibraltar. A des'- 
slroycr and a corvette went clown, loq. 


Two seamen from the ill-fated con- 


voy, 
in describing the running battle 


which lasted through the night-times 
of two consecutive days, told how the 
jet black hair of one sailor turned 
dead white in six hours. As they re- 
lated their stroy, the hands of the 
two seamen shook just a little. Not 
from fright, but from the reaction of 
reliving the shattering experience of 
first seeing life and then seeing death 
to the tune of torpdocs and the ca- 
caphony of exploding tankers. 
'' 


An English seaport had been the 


jumpinp.-off place for the convoy's not 
long but highly perilous trip through 
those mine-dotted and submarine-in- 
fested waters which stretch 
from 


Land's End to Gibraltar. 


There were tankers filled with gas- 


oline. There were bigger ships pack- 
cc) to the gun-wales with shells for 
the camouflaged guns which jut from: 
every 
foot 
of Gibraltar's 
majestic 


north face. And there were some, 
like the one that these two sailors 
manned, which carried food for the 
strategic fortress peninsula* 


Premonition of Disaster 
* 


As the convoy steamed along, it 


was kept in formation by the few de- 
stroyers and corvettes which circled 
constantly like alert sheep dogs—ready 
to rush to action at the first sign 
of attack from below or above. 


Occasionally airplanes would appear 


from out of the sun. Then all gun sta- 
tions would be manned, with no one 
relaxing until they had been recogn- 
ized as the Catalina flying boats or- 
dered to keep an eye on this group 
of ships steaming slowly along at their 
lumbering eight knots each hour. 


Many times, the seamen said, they 


had the feeling U-boats were trail- 
ing and twice the destroyer nearest 
their ship, which brought up the rear 
of the convoy, would dart out and 
away and begin cruising fast in great 
circles, dropping depth charges for a 
time until again it would settle truc- 
ulently back into formation. 


Under Cover or the Night 
Curing the early hours of the third 


night a heavy formation of U-boats 
struck. 


The submarine commanders 
had 


waited until the mantle of night con- 
cealed them from the eyes of those 
flying boats overhead—then they had 
moved in for the kill. In a precision 
formation of their own they had sud- 
denly emerged up into the center of 
that long convoy which was straggling 
along in box formation, firing as they 
broke surface with periscopes. 


That's when the night became hell,

New Revolts 
in Europe 


More Anti-Nazi 
Uprisings Draw 
Strong Reprisals 


By the Associated Press 
Revolt of Europe's conquered mil- 


lions erupted in new violence Friday 
and drew iron-fisted reprisals in many 
countries. 


The quiet of pre-dawn Paris was 


shattered by explosions wrecking 6 
synagoues 
with 
two 
persons 
in- 


jured. 
Right wing terrorists were 


blamed. 


Berlin reported that the mayor of 


Prague, Otokar Klatka, had been con- 
demned to death by a German peoples 
court of charges of plotting rebellion 
and the government of Nazi dominated 
Slovakia decreed the death penalty 
for sabotage. 


German firing squads were report- 


ed crackling again in both Prague and 
Grno in the Bohemia-Moravia pro- 
tectorate. 


Prague newspapers said 18 were ex- 


ecuted Thursday, including 15 shot 
and three Jews hanged as agents of 
the German Gestapo pressed a sweep- 
ing investigation of rebellion in the 
protectorate. 


Thirteen editors and officers of the 


former Czech army including three 
retired generals were among those 
executed the German radio said fol- 
lowing the discovery of a plot for 
armed uprisings. 


London heard that eight persons had 


been executed in Holland for aiding 
British fliers and reported th'at Ger- 
man authorities there had threatened 
even stricter punishment in the fu- 
ture.

Bauxite to Get 
Alumina Plant 


Two Plants Pre- 
viously Suggested 
Will Be Combined 


WASHINGTON -(#•)- 
Construc- 


tion of a 515,000,000 aluminum plant 
in Arkansas instead of 2 smaller plants 
as previously suggested has been re- 
commended by the Office of Produc- 
tion Management to the War De- 
partment, Rep. Norrell (D.-Ark.) said 
Friday. 


This plant is to be built in Saline 


county, site of bauxite deposits and 
will have an annual capacity of 10 
billion pounds of alumina the pow- 
edered substance from which alum- 
inum, vital in construction of bomb- 
ers, is made. 


The site of the alumina plant which 


will have an annual capacit yof 10 
million pounds is not decided on. 


Construction of the double capacity 


alumina plant would involve a saving 
of 58,000,000 when compared with the 
cost of 2 smaller plants plus large 
savings in operating costs, Norrells 
said. 


The Saline county plant will em- 


ploy about 650-700 in operation and 
will be located at Bauxite where the 
land for its construction already has 
been acquired. 


Charges USSR 
Was Preparing 
German Attack 


Admits Reds 
Strong, Even as 
Russia Claims 
New Successes 


By the Associated Press 
Adolf Hitler returning to Berlin 


from the eastern front told the Ger- 
man nation Friday that a "gigantic 
new development" which began in the 
last 48 hours in the Russian campaign 
would smash the opponents in the 
east—and help to reach victory. 


Hitler asserted that Russia was al- 


ready beaten and charged the U. S. 
S. R. with preparing to attack' Ger- 
many if he had not struck first. 


He conceeded, however, that "we 


made a mistake about one thing. We 
did not know how gigantic the pre- 
paration of this opponent had been." 


With this admission of the ferocity 


of Soviet resistance Hitler coupled the 
declaration that a "decision now be- 
ing fought out is for the next hun- 
dred years." 


2,500,000 Prisoners 
The German leader said Nazi arm- 


ies had captured about 2,500,000 pri- 
soners, 22,000 guns, 18,000 tanks and 
about 15,500 Soviet warplanes destroy- 
ed. 


Even as Hitler spoke, addressing 25,- 


000 cheering Nazis in Berlin, the Rus- 
sians reported their armies had smash- 
ed the Germans back nearly 30 miles 
in one direction of the 
Leningrad 


front, over run Nazi seige trenches 
around the old Czar capital and in- ' 
flicted more than 8,700 casualties. 


Red Counter Attacks 
MOSCOW (#)— The German seige 


lines around Leningrad have been 
pushed back from one., to two-miles ' 
by Red .army counter attacks ^and- 
heavy Russian "smashes on' the"* front 
and in the center have inflicted more 
than 6,000 German casualties, official 
Russian reports said Friday. 


Defenders of Russia's second largest 


city were said to have won new posi- 
tions easing the German pressure by 
offensives which the Red army re- 
ported also established bridgeheads on 
the south bank of river "V". 


A dispatch to Red Star, army news- 


paper, did not designate specific points 
retaken in the long battle for Len- 
ingrad but indicated that the attacks 
still were continuing. 


Forces which crossed the river "V" 


it was said achieved their goal after 
a 10-day battle and earned the tanks 
of the northwest military command in 
a special order of the day.
